Two of them 
had to do with amending the constitutions, 
one to make Augusta forever the capital of 
the state, and the other to raire the debt limit 
of cities of over 40.000 people from 5 to 7 
per cent, which affects Portland alone. 
The fourth question tzubmitted has to do 
with the adoption of a state wide direct pri- 
mary law which was initiated by petition of 
15,000 voters. 
This question which provides for the direct 
nomination of eandidates for state and 
county officers, including representatives to 
the legislature, was accepted by a large vote, 
possibly 20,000, although. apparently no in- 
terest was taken in this matter, the liquor 
igdue being paramount to all eise. 


Governors Talk of Result. 
Spring Lake, N. J., Sept. 1..—Severa! of the 
governors here for the governors’ conference 
tomorrow expressed widely different views 
upon the result of the Maine election. Said 
Gov. Emmet O'Neal of Alabama: 
“TI am delighted to hear that Maine has 
gone ‘‘wet.” We bad the same fight in 
alabama in 1900, which I led against putting 
prohibition in the state constitution. As the 
result of our victory we have disposed of 
the problem in an excellent manner.“ 
Gov. Albert W. Gilchrist of Florida: 
“It appears that prohibition waves sweep 
the country about every twenty-five years. 
In 1855 or 86 the New England states went 
dry. Maine got it into her constitution and 
could not getitout. Later the northwest and 
the south experienced the same change. Now 
comes the reflex action, the one that will put 
the ‘ prohabassee out of business. My defi- 
nition for a ‘ prohabassee’ is a man who, 
while taking a drink himself, does not want

Peter Bartzen will appear before the Juve- 
nile court and ask that three girls who es- 
caped Sept. 8 from the Illinois Industrial 
school be given new guardians, This is his 
reply to the demand of Mrs. Charles Hen- 
rotin, president of the institution, that they 
be returned to its care. 

County Attorney Francis S. Wilson used 
the girls last week as witnesses before the 
Juvenile court commission. After being 
closeted in his office on Friday they testi- 
fled they had been cruelly treated. 

More stories of neglect and shabby treat- 
ment at the Park Ridge school were yester- 
day told by girls who have been committed 
there. Two of them said they had been in- 
sulted by a male attendant Women at 
whose homes some of the girls were farmed 
out say they came to them poorly d ressea, 
overworked, and in rundown physical con- 
dition. Members of the commission listened 
to the talea of abuse. 


Declares Present Went Astray. 

Mrs. Caroline Hodges, 2228 Park avenve, 
said she had taken charge of Anna Harrt- 
son, who escaped from the school on Sept. 
3. The girl had lived with her previously. 
Mrs. Hodges stated that she at one time sent 
clothing to Anna at the school. Later the 
girl told her she did not receive it. She said 
that Susanna McConnell, acting supervisor 
and visitor at the school, had visited the girl 
only three or four times when she lived 
with her. 

J asked Miss McConnell what was done 
with the $10 a month that the county paid 
for Anna’s support,” said Mrs, Hodges. 
“She replied to the effect that it was no- 
body’s business what became of the money, 
that she didn't allow any one to dictate to 
the school.” 

Miss Flora Gill of Oak Park asserted that 
Mrs. A. W. Bryant. first vice president of the 
school, appeared last year before the Nine- 
teenth Century club at Oak Park and said 

she was glad to get good homes for the girls, 
as that saved the county $10 a month for 
eachone. Mrs. Bryant admitted Friday that 
she had spoken before this club.

BRITISH TREATIES CAUSE. 


Premier Laurier, However, Sees 
No Danger in the Most Fa- 
vored Nation Clause. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Toronto, Ont., Sept. 11.—- [Special. ]—‘‘ Grant 
the United States reciprocity,” cry the con- 
servative orators, “ and the dominion will be 
flooded with competing products from all 
parts of the world. Instead of being a pro- 
tected country the bars will be let down and 
the agriculture and industries of Canada will 
suffer.“ 
The basis of this argument lies in the fact 
that under the most favored nation clause in 
British freaties the dominion, as a part of 
the great empire, must give to twelve nations 
the same tariff advantages which it extends 
to the United States. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the premier and head 
of the ministry which negotiated the reci- 
procity agreement, minimizes the effect 
which such concessions will have upon Cana- 
dian production, but that he realized the dis- 
advantage which will accrue to Canada is 
shown by the arrangement he secured at the 
imperial conference held in London last June 
for the abrogation of the aroha: nation 
treaties. 


Other Nations to Benefit.. 
Time will be required to bring about this ab- 
rogation, and some of the countries whith 
are signatories of the treaties unquestion- 
ably will demand a quid pro quo for what 
they will be required to relinquish.. In the 
meantime the concessions given to the United 
States will be obtained automatically by 
the following nations: Argentina, Austria- 
Hungary, Bolivia, Colombia, Denmark, 
Japan, Norway, Russia, Spain, Sweden, 
Switzerland, and Venezuela. Great Britain, 
which already enjoys preferential-treatment, 
aleo will have the benefit of the lower rates. 
“What does it mean to have free im- 
portations from Australia, New Zealand, 
and the Argentine? agen the conservative 
leaders. These countries raise similar ag- 
ricultural products to those of Canada., but 
there is this difference: Our winter is their 
summer, and vice versa. When the prod- 
uct of the Canadian farmer is fetching the 
highest price in his home market at that 
season these three countries have the maxi- 
mum quantity to export and are willing to 
woll at the lowest prices of the year."’ 


Exports of Antipodes. 

Australia exports annually from forty to 
fifty million pounds of frozen meats, from 
fifty to seventy-five million pounds of butter, 
and has a surplus of from twenty - flve to fifty 
million bushels of wheat. New Zealand ex- 
ported in 1909 frozen lamb and mutton valued 
at $18,000,000, and butter and cheese worth 
$13.500,000. It lays down twelve times as 
much butter in England as does Canada. 

Argentina exports chilled meats, wheat, 
eats, and linseed in enormous quantities. Its 
farmers are content with a lower scale of liv- 
ing than Canadians. A steamship service 
mow connects New Zealand and Australia. 
and a similar service is under way with Ar- 
gentina. 

“Chilled beef from Australia, New Zea- 
land, and the Argentine, shout the con- 
servatives, can, if this agreement be rati- 
fied, be hereafter laid down in Montreal, 
Halifax, and St. John at prices which will 
bring down the value of every head of live 
stock in the eastern provinces. If this reci- 
procity arrangement be ratified, Alberta will 
lose the British Columbia market Chilled. 
beef from Australia and New Zealand will 
flood the ports of Varcouver and Victoria. 
The same will be true of butter, poultry, and 


egess.”’

Uniform Code Is Adopted. 

The subject matter was discussed for sev- 
eral days and a committee was appointed to 
gather statistics and draft the law. The con- 
grees acjournec and met again in Philedel- 
phia in November, 1906. at which time a uni- 
form divorce code was reported and after a 
discussion and some amendments, was unani- 
mously adopted by a vote of all the ata rep- 
resented except New York. 

South Carolina, having no divorce code, 
was unrepresented. as that state prefers to 
see her citizens seek rellef in the adjoining 
state of Georgia and other states.” 


Causes Allowed in Code. 
The causes for which a divorce is allowed 
are: 


Long Residence Demanded. 

This untform divorce code also contains 
provisions against migratory divorces. re- 
quires a residence of two years before an 
application can be filed In any state, and a 
decree of divorce is not effective until one 
year after the rendering thereof, thus pro- 
hibiting remarriage within that period of 
time. 

It furthermore provides that no divorce 
shall be granted in any state unless the state 
wherein the cause of action arose had a 
statute allowing a divorce for the cause as- 
signed. 

“If this uniform divorce code should, be 
adopted by all of the states it would effec- 
tually meet the views expressed by Presi- 
In the meantime, however, the 
states that have not already done so might 
enact a simple statute in their marriage laws 
forbidding the marriage of divorced persons 
within one year after a decree for divorce 
has been granted.“ 


Provisions of Proposed Code. 
Following are portions of the code pro- 
posed for all the states: 


ANNULMENT OF MARRIAGE. 
A marriage may be annulled for any of the 
following causes existing at the time of the 
marriage: 
(a) Incurable physical incapacity, at the suit of 
either party, provided that the party making the 
application was ignorant of such incapacity at the 
time of marriage. 
(b) Consanguinity or affinity; but when any such 
marriage shall not have been annulled during the 
lifetime of the parties the validity thereof shall 
not be inquired into after the death of either party. 
(c) When such marriage was contracted while 
either of the parties thereto had a husband or wife 
living. 
(4) Fraud force, or coercion, at the suit of the 
unless the marriage has been con- 
armed by the acts of the injured party. 
(e Insanity of either party. 


has been guilty of adultery not condoned.” 

The causes numerated for “divorce a 
mensa,“ or separate maintenance, are practi- 
Cally the same as six causes named for “ di- 
vorce a vinculo,” or absolute divorce. Before 
a decree becomes Absolute any party, wheth- 
er interested or not. may enter a motion to 
appeal from the decision. 

Another interesting section is the one which 
provides that a particeps criminis or “ co- 
respondent” in a divorce suit may be mace 
a party, upon his or her application to the 
court, to such terms and conditions as the 
court may prescribe. 

Another section Says: “If any inhabitant 
of any state stall go into another state, terri- 
tory, or country to obtain a decree of divorce 
for a cause which occurred while the parties 
resided in that state, or for a cause which 
is not ground for divorce under the laws of 
that state. a decree so obtained shall be 
of no force or effect in that state.“

LONDON, Sept. 11.—In official circles an 
anxious view of the Morvccan question is 
taken, and this view has not been changed by 
the receipt of the summary of the German 
reply to the French proposals telegraphed 
here.

Prepare Reply to Germany. 

PARIS, Sept. 11.—France’s reply to Ger- 
many’s counter proposals in the Moroccan 
negotiations. has been written, and will be 
laid before the French cabinet tomorrow 
for approval. 

The premier, M. Caillaux, after conferring 
with several colleagues, made up his mind 
tonight to convoke a meeting of the cabinet 
for 4 o'clock tomorrow afternoon, and sent 
notices to the ministers. M. Calllaux will 
lay before them his answer to Germany, after 
which it will be dispatched by special courier 
to the French ambassador at Berlin, who will 
hand it to the German foreign minister. 

It ie understood that the reply is firm with 
regard to the position France has assumed 
concerning questions of principle, from 
which France will not depart a hair's 
breadth, 


Defends Action of Germany. 
BERLIN, Sept. 11.—- Emperor William, de- 
fore etarting yesterday for the scene of the 
army maneuvers, had a conference of two 
hours with the German minister of foreign 

affairs, Herr von Kiderlen-Waechter. 
Today the Lokal Anzeiger, in what is evi- 


dently an inspired article, emphasizes that 


Germany does not demand any special rights 
in Morocco, but seeks mainly guarantees 
from France against a monopolization of 
publio works, mining and trading rights, and 
against certain practices in the customs ad- 
mipistration—guarantees that would benefit 
all countries equally. — 

The only subject requiring a special ar- 


rangement between Germany and France 


would be, the paper says, a treaty ceding ter- 
ritorial indemnity. All other points would be 

by an amendment to the Algeciras 
agreement, provided the other signatories 
would accept the German proposal to com- 
mission France to take over a protectorate cf 
Morocco along with the obligations involved 
to maintain order.

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Music and Drama. 
Russians Dance 
Brilliantly at Lyric. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 

HE Slavic artistic invasion begun a few 

weeks ago by the concerts of the Kus- 

sian Symphony orchestra in the Stude- 

baker theater developed the next im- 

portant event of the season's campaign 
when the Aussian ballet, with which Miss 
Gertrude Hoffmann is associated, and of which 
Mlle. Lydia Lopoukowa and M. Alexander Vol- 
inine ‘are che most conspicuous members, 
opened an engagement at the Lyric theater 
last evening. That portion of the diversified 
program which emphasized the art of these 
two Russians is to be recorded as one of the 
most refined, delicate, and altogether beauti- 
ful examples of the ballet that their country 
has thus far sent us. 

Our standards of the Russian ballet are per- 
force based on the accomplishments of Paviowa 
and Mordkin. They have taught us how the 
dance may complete the expression of certain 
kinds of music. That the Russians regard this 
as its highest function is to be gathered from 
the fact that they invariably accord such num- 
bers a conspicuous place on their programs. 
Under the title Les Lylphides Mile. Lopou- 
kowa and M. Volinine presénted a Chopin group, 
a nocturne, a prelude, two mazurkas, and three 
waltzes, all of which were interpreted as fully 
and as subtly as a great pianist might have 
read them. A sequence of moods was set forth 
with vividness that took the place of those 
tricks of inflection and aceent which impart 
eloquence to a musical performance. Therefore 
it would seem no exaggeration to say that Mile, 
Lopoukowa’s interpretation of the C #harp 
minor waltz equals that of Paderewski; that M. 
Volinine whirled through a mazurka with a das- 
sling lightness and ease that produced upon the 
beholder an effect entirely analogous to that at- 
tained by the Umpid technic of de Pachmann. 

All of which may suffice as preface to the 
statement’ that Lopoukowa and Volinine seem 
to represent the art of their nation quite as 
worthily as did Pavlowa and Mordkin. They 
are neither so dramatic nor so acrobatic, but 
they are quite as refined. Mile, Lopoukowa 
has the indisputable advantages that belong 
to 1 is said to be but 19 years of 
age. 8 Jacks a measure of that technical 
infallibili that enables Pavlowa to do some 
of her remarkable acrobatic stunts, but since 
she avails herself of only the legitimate 
repertory of the ballet the limitation is not 
at all to her disadvantage. Volinine shares 
this chorographic reticence, He, too, confines 
himself to the traditions of the ballet. He 
does not bestride the stage in mighty leaps, 
but he does accomplish expressions of: the 
music that are distinguished by thelr grace 
and beauty. 
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The supporting ensemble associated with the 
solo dances of these two artists and their as- 
sistants, Mile, Baldina, Mile. Schubert, and Mlle. 
Cochin, is a splendid body of dancers. 

Miss Hoffmann assisted in the opening and | 
closing numbers of the program. The first was 
entitled Cleopatra,“ and told the story of one 
of the queen’s many loves. It offered many at- 
tractive pictures, several. of which were ob- 
viously copied after dances made popular by 
Paviowa and Mordkin, notably the bow dance” 
and the “bacchanale.” It afforded Miss Hoff- 
mann opportunity for some graceful poses, and 
in the concluding number Rimski-Korsakow’'s 
familiar ‘“ Scheherazade"—familiar, that is, 
through Mordkin's paraphrase of it, she found a 
most congenial part in the title role, sustain- 
ing her share of the dance depicting the bac- 
chanalian revels’ great activity. Also one could 
here admire her costume. 

The orchestral forces assembled were im- 
pressive for the environment. Indeed, Miss 
Hoffmann’s management has been far more 
generous in regard to this Important factor 
of the performance than that which was and 
is responsible for the Pavlowa-Mordkin tour, 
The -conductor, Max Hoffmann, maintained 
that incisive rhythmical pulse that belongs 
to the dance, and further enriched the per- 
formance by many graces of phrasing and 
melodic inflection. 

Scenically the performance was a riot of 
color, though the smaliness of the sage 
caused séme distortion of the perspective as 
well as some uncomfortably long intermis- 
sions, while the stage hands struggled audibly 
in their efforts to accommodate the scenery 
to its cramped envirohment. The costumes 
were also picturesque and codlorful.

Catholic Ventral Verein Work Praised 
, by Quigley. 


Following solemn requiem mass celebrated 
at St. Michael's church, the German Catholic 
Central verein yesterday morning plunged into 
two business sessions which occupied the day. 
Notable speakers, including Archbishop James 
EK. Quigley, Mgr. Diomede Falconio, and the Rey 
Maj. E. J. Vattmann, made short talks between 
the reading of reports from officials of various 


Archbishop Quigley tn addressing the 460 dele- 
gates gave high praise to the Central verein and 
said the society probably expressed the truest 
sentiments of Catholics in the United States 
because it is so firmly rooted in the various 
parishes, the dioceses, and the diocesan «and 
state federations. 

The Rev. Mr. Vattmann, the only army chap- 
lain who has ever advanced to the rank of 
major, through a special act of congress, talked 
of the work of the Catholic Colonization so- 
ciety of which he is secretary. Me described 
the lands being colonized, the railroad facilities 
and sanitary conditions. He also declared that 
all of the colonist emigrants from [Europe were 
watched over and guided until they were ver- 
manently settled. 

The Rev. Father Ledvina of the Catholic 
Church Extension society o@tlined the work 
which has been done by that organization. In 
the last six years, he said, it had constructed 
or belped to build 600 Catholic churches in lo- 
calities where the Catholics were unable to do 
this building work. 

A special letter to the verein from Cardinal 
Gibbons called forth especial interest when a 
number of telegrams and letters from church 
notables were read. After words of congratula- 
tion for the verein the cardinal added itn s post- 
script: 

J may add that I regard the members of

Economical Housekeeping.

Oddities in Tomatoes. 
HIS is the season of the .year when the 
market is most likely to have unusual 
or freakish fruits and vegetables, The 
tomato family is ahead of all others just 
now in showing us odd representatives, 
There is the tiny currant tomato, then the 
cherry tomato, and after that the plum—both 
yellow and red—then the hothouse and spe- 
clal specimens in light shades, and last and 
best the good old garden varieties, abundant 
and cheap and home grown. 

The little currant tomato has the tomato 
skin and seeds and may be used sparingly for 
a salad decoration, but after popping one or 
two so as to get the taste—they are regular 
little popguns—the ordinary eater will have 
satisfied his curiosity and exhausted his inter- 
est in something that is not much like a cur- 
rant and little like a tomato, These cost 40 
cents a pound, while the real thing is drop- 
ping and dropping in price—now 6 cents a 
pound, now three pounds for 10 cents, and to- 
morrow may be lower still. 

Some of the cherry tomatoes are handsome 
to look at in their black-green hull-like calyx, 
and they seem to have some popularity, They 
are much less expensive than the currant to- 
mato. 

The possibilities of the small tomatoes are 
not many. The yellow plum makes à preserve 
that is in favor with the initiated, but a small 
basket or two is quite sufficient to meet the 
demand that comes to most green grocers, 


— 

A decorative salad may be made of equal 
quantities of the little red and yellow plum 
tomatoes, To make this scald quickly, take 
off the skins, and chill. Arrange on lettuce, 
the yellow ones in the middle, per and 
the red ones around, ferve with a French 
dressing made of tarragon vinegar and rather 
highly seasoned otherwise, with a few drops 
of onion juice, maybe, or a clove of garlic 
rubbed om the salad bowl. 

A tomato salad at this time of year is a par- 
ticularly sweet and delicious thing. It is the 
time to eat raw tomatoes if ever. There really 
is as much difference between the ordinary 
tomato of the market and today’s tomato as 
between the early strawberries and those home 
grown. 

The filled tomato salad is much fancied as a 
decorative Gish, and the choice for filling is 
very wide. A mayonnaise is best to serve on 
this, but a nice cooked salad will answer, es- 
pecially for those who do not like the other. 

Very firm, smooth tomatoes of about the 
same size are needed for the stuffed tomato 
salad. Cut off a slice from the stem end and 
scoop out the center, rejecting the seeds; mix 
the rest with finely minced cucumber which 
has stood in strong salt water and is thor- 
oughly chilled, Season filling with pepper, 
onion juice to taste, and a pinch of celery seed, 
and fill tomato shells, placing a spoonful of 
dressing on top. 

Another filling is of chopped sweet peppers, 
the salad served with whipped cream and a 
dash of sugar, if one likes such, or with any 
‘hick dressing. 

— 

Tt seems a fantastic idea to fill tomatoes 
with berries, yet it has been done. The coral 
from: a can of lobster is sometimes minced 
with one green sweet pepper and the tomato 
pulp and seasoned for a filling. Yet another 

ling is of cottage cheese and a sweet red 
papper minced with one sprig of parsley. Or 
again a cup of cooked diced carrot, one minced 
onion, one celery stalk, ete., is prepared for a 


‘filling, the whole to be served with a white 
my young /cream dressing. 


In every case the stuffed tomato should be 
prepared and kept on ice so as to be thoroughly 
chilled before serving. It may be garnished 
to suit the taste—set in a lettuce bed, in a 
wreath of cress, or in a bed of chopped white 
of egg with the yolks riced over it, or in the 
center of a slice of green pepper. And this 
has not exhausted the possibilities any more 
than have the above fillings, for chopped 
chicken and other meats are used in tomato 
salads of this sort. 

The tomato may be used itself for a salad 
for lettuce. In such cases there is 
more of an attempt to please the palate than 
the eye. Fry the tomato, either plain or after

dipping it in crumbs or flour, and almost with- 
out other seasoning this makes with lettuce a 
homely but palatable salad.

| GO AHEAD. 
City Engineer Ericson is altogether right 
in urging prompt action upon the outer 
| harbor. It is nearly four years ago that : 
Mayor Busse appointed the harbor commis- 
sion: This body, composed of two promi- 
nent engineers, three members of the city 
conncil, and three leading citizens, after spe- 
cial investigation by experts und protracted 
public discussion, brought in a voluminous 
report a little more than a year later, or 
about three years ago. 
Among the findings of the commission, as 
set forth on page 40 of the report. is the fol- 
towing: 
The extent of Chicago's future water 
commerce cannot be foretold with precia- 
ion. The city certainly needs more ®x- 
tensive water terminal accommodations 
than it now enjoys. These additional ac- 
commodations may be supplied in part by 
improvement of the Chicago and Calumet 
rivers and Calumet lake. The portion of 
‘the lake front from the mouth of the 
Chicago river to Chicago avenue should 
be reserved for possible future harbor 
uses, and the construction in that area of 
piers for the accommodation of passen- 
ger and package freight and fruit lines 
should be undertaken by the city as 
speedily as possible. Such piers will ar- 
ford much relief to the water shipping sit- 
vation and thtir use will throw light on 
the question of the need and desirability 
for lake front harbor development south 
of Grant park. 
Tue Trisune suggests that after four 
years of investigation and discussion, after 
a desperate but final struggle for enabling 
legislation, we ought to be ready to act by 
this time in the matter of the north basin 
harbor, It is true Mayor Harrison himseif 
has a more ambitious plan, but we submit 
that it is this and other extensive plans 
which should be submitted to present discus- | 
sion, whereas the very conservative but 
important project for piers in the north 
basin ought at once to be placed in a more 
~dvanced stage. It is not necessarily, in- 
rolved in any other plan, so that it need 
be held back while such other plan is de- 
bated. It is.itself a project meeting im- 
mediate, urgent needs of traffic already ex- 
isting, to say nothing of its importance as a 
test of our water commerce possibilities. 
Tur Trispune is ready te credit Mayor 
Harrison with a desire to get results, and 
he cannot prove such desire better than to 
insist upon the immediate pushing fogward 
of the north basin project. The city now 
has legal power to proceed, power to ac- 
quire. e and rights, power to con- 
struct and maintain, power to finance. 
What is called for now is not further 
debate but detailed engineering plans and 
cost estimates, legal measures necessary 
to acquire any properties necessary, or to 
ascertain or extinguish obstructive private 
measures and legal measures preliminary 
to the issue of necessary bonds. 
The construction of recreation piers and 
other devices along Grant park is a new 
plan and should be considered very care- 
fully before it is authorized. But the north 
basin harbor for the accommodation of pas- 
senger, general freight, and fruit traffic 
should go forward at once.

WATER AND TYPHOID FEVER. 


IIE article of food second in causing 
typhoid fever is water. 

In Chicago not much typhoid is 
caused by water in the. district 
north of Thirty-ninth street. 

From Thirty-ninth street to Forty- 
seventh street most of the water, and 
south: of Forty-seventh street all the 
water, comes from the Sixty-eighth street 
intake. This water is polluted more fre- 
quently 6 * the water from any other in- 
take. arge volume of sewage flows 
into Lake gc e from the Calumet 
river and the sewers of the towns in 
northern Indiana. When the wind holds 
steadily from the, southeast for several 
days the supply rom the Sixty-eighth 
street intake is endangered. 

There is some water caused typhoid in 
Chicago all the time. It is not sufficient 
as yet to demand boiling the water. 

At times Chicago water is muddv. 
Some part of that is due to dumping in 
the lake. Due to years of dumping the 
district from Fourteenth to Twenty- 
sixth street and for about a mile in the 
lake is shallow. A light wind will stir up 
the clay and mud from the bottom of 
this shallow area, and the muddy water 
will spread out to the cribs. 

The national government has passed a 
law sending the dumping into deep 
water. As soon as the Fourteenth strect 
shallows have had time to wash deeper 
and cover with sand muddy water from 
this source will decrease. 

On the north side a good deal of filling 
is being done. Most of this is done with 
blue clay from different kinds of excava- 
tions. It makes the water milky in ap- 
pearance. It takes this clay a long time 
to settle out. 

Chicage people notice that muddy 
water comes and goes. It is found more 
frequently in the spring and fall than in 
the summer and winter. In the winter 
the ice prevents the waves from cutting 
the bottom and prevents the winds from 
blowing the muddy water to the neigh- 
borhood of the cribs. In the summer 
the lake is calmer. 

In the spring and fall wind storms are 
more frequent. Occasionally they stir 
the lake to a depth of fifty feet and fre- 
quently to thirty feet. Our cribs are 
usually in thirty to forty feet of water. 
The waves cut up the bottom around 
the Intakes, or the wind blows muddy 
water from near by shoals, and muddy 
water flows from the faucet. 

When the water is muddy the best thing 
o do is to filter it through filter paper. A 


A 


fast filtering paper and a large funnel will 
filter a family’s drinking supply for a day in 
ten minutes—say a ten inch funnel and a 
celeritas paper.

If a person does not like the taste of 


boiled water, filtered water may be used. 
An artificial stone filter properly kept will 
remove all typhoid bacteria. 


Sometimes a 
atural stone filter will do it, but they are 


not uniform and therefore seldom can be 
depended on. 


The principle on which a filter works is 


that the pores are too small to allow bac- 
teria to pass through them. A rapid filter 
is one that has large pores. 
filter is rapid it will not stop bacteria.

Bacteria will go through a filter in time. 


A filter candle should be burned out sev- 
eral times during the year. If the water is 


ery foul one should be burned out every 


week. The brushing off or shaving off of 
the outside of the filter helps some, but it 
is not enough. 


A foul filter gives filtered water which 


is more dangerous than the original water. 


Remember that the removal of mud by a 


filter is one thing and the removal of bac- 


teria is another. Paper filters removing 
mud are very satisfactory for Chicago. 
They are not safe for lake towns in north- 
ern Indiana and for Illinois lake towns 
north of Chicago. 

Occasionally towns: in this section get 
epidemic typhoid from a leak in their wells, 
as at Maywood twe years ago, or a sew- 
age overflow, as at Mankato, Minn., 
about the same time. Under those cir- 
cumstances the water supply should be 
treated with hypochlorite and the break 
corrected, 

Much of the village and farm typhoid is 
due to well pollution. Shallow well waters 
always are dangerous. where the ground 
around them is occupied. Very frequently 
a shallow well is located right at the stabie 
yard. The manure soaks through the soil 
aud into the well. The people working on 


the farm drink the water for years without 


being harmed, Then some one on the farm 
gets typhoid fever, or a person convaleseing 
from typhoid comes to the farm, or there 
comes a typhoid cagrier, not sick himself, 
but passing typhoid bacilli. The excreta 
go on or into the ground nearby, and the 
wash or seepage carries them into the well. 

The remedy is to drink no water from 
shallow wells or wells that are not cased 
or conereted down to the impervious deeper 
strata. 

Small towns should have ordinances re- 
quiring that all wells, privies, and lots 
should be registered at the town hall, that 
the record should show the location of the 
well with regard to vaults, stables, and other 
sources of pollution, and that dangerous 
wells should be closed.

SAFETY FOR RESTAURANT 
PATRONS. 

W. S. H. asks how people who must eat at 
restaurants and lunch counters can take the 
proper precaution against typhoid. 

Reply—Do not eat in a restaurant or lunch- 
room where things are not clean. Donoteat 
in one where there is not enough light to 
see whether things are clean or not. There 
are a large number of clean places; there- 
fore it is easy to avoid the dirty ones. 

Do not order milk unless they can assure 
you it is properly pasteurized. If you are 
not certain do not take milk. 

If you take coffee or tea where you are 
not certain of the milk and cream, take hot 
milk in it rather than cream. 

The average hotel restaurant and lunch 
counter buys milk in competition and there- 
fore does not get the best quality. The com- 
petition is a price competition, without qual- 
ity requirements beyond those specified by 
law. 

Celery, radishes, lettuce, and raw cabbage 
had better be passed up. Cooked desserts 
are much safer than raw desserts, such as 
berries and ice cream. 

If every one was as discriminating as 
you it would be but a short while until res- 
taurants and lunch counters would have 
nicely framed signs telling about sanitation 
in their kitchens and giving the source of 
their supply of milk and other raw foods, 
also of foods like bread, which are handled 
a good deal after being cooked.

SWIM AS MUCH AS POSSIBLE. 

J. A. B. wishes to know if it is safe to swim 
in the public and private swimming pools. 

Reply—You are running no risk in swim- 
ming in any one of the pools in the small 

parks. They are well conducted and the 
water is reasonably clear. The private pools 
vary. If everything looks clean, including 
the water, it is safe enough. If you go where 
things are not clean, it is better not to go in. 

Pools can be easily and cheaply sterilized. 
It is done with hypochlorate of lime—three 
pounds will sterilize 260,000 galions of water. 
It should be tied up In several bags and these 
dragged through the water until it ig dis- 
solved. 

In that strength the water will not smell 
of chlorine; the bacteria begin to disappear in 
fifteen minutes. In.two hours the water is 
sterile. It stays so for four days, after which 
time the germs begin to multiply again. 

Swimming is the finest of exercises and 
you should swim outside just as late in the 
fall as you can and then swim during the 
winter as much as possible.

New Orleans, La., Sept. 11,—[Speciai.}— 
Mississippi river levee residents in the vicin- 
ity of Market and &t. Thomas streets today 
were overwhelmed by a flood of molasses 
that flowed out of a storage depot and turned 
atreets, yards, and houses into a sticky mass. 
The people end thirty officials wreatied 
vainly with it all afternoon and tonight are 
still wrestling. It will be several days de- 

pt the district is cleared up. 

Shortly after noon the warehouse of the 
Gugar Planters’ Storage and Distributing 
| Company burst. The warehouse Was a 

reservoir used by the old munieipal water- 
wotks plant, It covers more than a block. 
The walls are twenty feet high and of brick 
reinforeéd with steel and concrete, The 
great weight of the molasses is supposed to 
have caused them to give Way. 


Flood Fifteen Feet Deep. 

With a roar a section of the wall twenty 
feet wide broke. The sticky Suid rolled out, 
streaming in all directions. Its depth was 
fifteen feet at the start and it reached Maga- 
gine street, a third of a mile away, with a 
depth of ten inches. The quantity flowing 
was more than 1,000,000 gallons and the 
property leas is about $126,000, 

The weight of molasses came upontwocity 
water meing and the heavy pipe crumbled, 
adding great streams of Water to the mo- 
lasses ahd swelling the volume of the flood. 
Two boilers just beyond the walls, weighing 
fifteen tons each, were carried a hundred 
feet and one was left standing upon end. 

In the streets fire companies, police, and the 
white wings brigade fought vainly, Many 
residences were two feet deep in the sticky 
mass. Men and women, overtaken in the 
Streets, were rescued with difficulty and 
many who fell barely escaped suffocation.

NO SUGGESTION OF PANIC. 


Financiers Believe Present Situ- 
tion Will Wear Itself Out; 
Funds Abundantin West. 


While the present financial center of the 
country continues in the dumps because of 
politics and Hquidation in the stock market 
by foreign investors, money, credit, and 
genera! business conditions rule sound. These 
latter constitute an offset to the dispirited 
feeling in New York. 

Those who have noted the heavy declines in 
the market value of securities, watched the 
slackening tendency of trade, and observed 
features of discontent, may turn to the 
money situation and reassure themselves 
that, although there is lack of enthusiasm 
in trades, there is no suggestion of panicky 
conditions. Money is not in as large demand 
as usual at this season of the year, although 
the crops warrant an almost normal volume 
ot accommodation from that source. And 
so long as credit remains undisturbed the 
country may go through a business “ sweat,” 
but it is not going into a crash. 


Expect Situation to Improve. 

There is comfort in the belief that in time 
the present situation must wear itself out. 
It may mean, however, some readjustment of 
dividends and wage scales,. but there is noth- 
ing on the horizon portending the kind of dis- 
turbance which makes it difficult to borrow 
and equally difficult to pay.

THOUSANDS IN FORGERIES
